The Question of Burying Him ia His Milt- 
tary Uniform. 

Waeninetor, July 31.—Referring to tho re- 
grets that have been expressed in some quar- 
ters that General Grant 1s not to be buried in 
bis uniform, with one of his swords by his 
side, and to the supposition that none of his 
uniforms.or swords are available for that pur- 
pose, because they were all turned over 


tothe government some months ago, with his 
other military relics, Adjutant-General Drum 
today said to an associated pross reporter that 
any or all of them are at the disposal of Mrs. 
Grant while they remain in the war depart- 
ment awaiting the action of congress. 


Not Even a Sword‘Left, 

_ Mount McGregor, July 31.—There is noth- 
ing more pathetic in the closing acenes of 
Grant’s life than the knowledge ofthe com- 
pete destitution in which he was left by the 
rant & Ward failure. Everything relating 
to his military career was taken from him, so 
thatthere did not remain to the family a 
single uniform in which to clothe his 
remains. Not even a sword was left 
to jay upon his coffin. Mr. Vanderbilt 
under his mortgage—and, itis understood, at 
Generel Grant’s request—turned over all of 
General Grant’s personal trophies and effects 
to the government. The officer who repre- 
sented the goverument did net leave the sem- 
bience of a military emblem with the Grant 
family. General Grant reserved nothing to 
bimeelf, and so everything was taken. Thus 
lar the officials at Washington have made no 
Sign of their having thought of the lack 
of a uniform and sword for the dead gol- 
dier. Unless they remedy this deficiency the 
greetest military hero of the world will be 
cerried to his grave clothed in a simple 
shroud and plain civilian garments. This 
ebsence of anything to indicate his once high 
position and great record is only another 
source ci grief to the Grant temily. They 
have rot felt like making any suggestions to 
the government authorities. It would seem, 
however, thatthe moment their attention is 
called tothe actual condition of things the 
militery destitution of the dead general will 
be promptly remedied. 


The Fuperai Arrangements Complete, 

New York, July 31.—The arrangements for 
General Grant’s funeral, so far as relates to

The First and Second 
brigades and the Second battery, 
mounted, without guns, will escort the 
remains from the grand central depot to the 
city ball through Fifth avenue to Waverly 
Piace to Broadway to city hail, On arriving 
at the city hall the leading regiment will form 
lines on either side of the entrance leading 
frenr the catafalque down the steps and oe 
the porch or plaza. Arms will be presente: 
before the remains at all times. 


Mrs. Grant and the Pallbesrers,

THE BUCKBT TIPPED OVER. 


Iwo Men Killed and Two Probably Fatally 
Wounded, 

New York, July 31.—Nine workmen on the 
new ecqueduct, ata shaft near High Bridge, 
got into a bucket that is called the elevator, 
today, to come for their dinner. The shaft is 
175 feet deep. When a thud of the way up, 
the bucket was tipped over. Four of the men 
were thrown out. Two of these four clung to 
the outside of the bucket. The other 
two tell to the bottom of the 
sbatt. Williem Cunninghem, aged 35, was 
killed outright, and Timothy Harrington, 24 
years old, received a fracture of the skull, and 
died in the hospital soon after.

BULLY AND COWARD 


THE WEEPING FITS OF AMURDER- 
OUS WRETCH. 

Tbe First Excoution in Ohio Under the New Law— 
The Pitiable Conduct of the Condemned Mau 
who Bad Before Been a Notérious 
Bully—OCrimes Elsewhere, Etc. 


CoLumbus, O., July $1.—Vatentine Waguer, a 
German aged fitty-nine, was executed at the 


Ohio penitentiary this morning, being the. 
first to beexecuted under the new law passed | 


last winter, requiring that all hanging in the 
state shall take place within the penitentiary 
walis. The execution took place at 2:30 this 
(Friday) morning, there being but seventeen 
persons present, all allowed by the laws, 
The favored persons were five sheriffs, 
two hewspaper men from the 
county where the prisoner was convicted, 
three friends of the condemned, and the board 
of prison managers. The murderer was 
brought to the scaffold at 2:15a. m., and had 
to be carried by the sherriff. He begged pite- 
ously, protesting his innocence of any erime. 
When the trap was sprung, the body shot to 
the siandstill, and not the tainteat quiver of a 
limb or muscle was noticeabie. The 
phyeician creeped his wrist fer the pulsation 
4s e00n asthe body could be reached, and it 
was found that death was instantaneous. No 


pulse-beat could be recognized. The body | 


wes cut down at three minutes after tho 
Fpringing ofthetrap. Wagner was a wealthy 
farmer end notorious bully. The erime for 
which he wes banged was the 
murder of his brother: in-law. A 
clear case cf cold blooded premeditation. He 
went to his victim’s honse at night, found him 
sittipg in achair, told him he came to k ll 
bim,aeprd shot bim before he had a chance to 
rice spd a cecond time in the back as he was 
trying toercape. Wagner’s condutt since his 
arrest hes bcen as cowardly as it was brutal 
bejore. He has spent a fortune fighting in 
the courts,and has spent the greater part of 
his time in prison weeping and bemoaning hia 
fate. His fright has been so profound that he 
bes enten nothing since last Sunday.

LOVE AND A TRAGEDY. 


Rew ly Married Man Suspected of Having 
Murdered His Friend, 

Syracuse, N, Y., July 31.—Last October 
Emery E, Van Schaick, a farmer living near 
Adams Center, Jefferson county, disappeared. 
Soon alterward telegrams, dated at Syracuse, 
and purporting to be sigued by him, came to 
his friends saying that he intended to go west 
and gettle there. These dispatches were ad- 
dressed to his moet intimate friend, Arthur 
Duncan, and to Miss Alta Hazel, a preity 
brunetic, to whom Van Schaick had been de- 
voted. It was supposed that he had beon 
jilted by Mies Hazel, and had gone away in 
chagrin. 

Last March, to the surprise of all, Duncan 
and Miss Hazel were married, and this re- 
crewed the gossip. Two mogpths later Van 
Scbhaick’s body was found under a brush heap 
near Adam’s Center. Duncan was arrested 
for the murder, and a Syracuse detective 
bas just obtained trong evidence 
against him. He found the messenger 
bey here who carried the message purporting 
to be sent by Van Scheick, and today the boy 
went to Watertown with the detective and 
fully identified Duncan as the man whe -sani 
the dispatches. 

lt is pow generally believed that Duncan 
murdered Van Schaick through jealousy, hid 
the body and came to Syracuse w throw the 
officers off the scent by making it appear that 
‘Van Schaick bad gone west.

A FARMER FINDS A MINE ON THS 
LAND OF HIS AFFIANCE. 


They *i)] Wed and Bajoy Her Gold and Gis Good 
Luck- News from Macon—A Gevere Storm— 
Yesterdey- Mumford on Oorn-Todd's 
Loes- The Cold Weter Tempiars, 


Macon, Ga.. July 31.—{Special.)—A goid mine 
hes been discovered in Crawford county. 

The discovery was made by Mr. G. W. Counts, a 
well-knowm farmer of that county. 

Mr. Counts was in [Maeon last Qnight, with a 
number of specimens from the mine, and exhibit- 
ed them to anumberof gentlemen, who were 
greatly interested in thestory. 

“J discovered the mine,’ said Mr. Counts, 
“gbott three weeks ago. I renta farm from a 
widow lady of Crawford county. Part of the land 
is very poor, 80 poor that it will not even grow cow 
peas, and ithas not been cultivated for many 
years, I had the land, andI hated to see it lie 
idle, and so I determined to try and seeifl 
couldn't fertilize it to the productive point. While 
plowing, preparatory to fertilizing, I strucka 

- Jedge of rocks, broken pieces of 
which glittered in the sunlight. I was 
surprised, and stopped the plow, picked upa 
piece of rock and examined it, It was literally 
full of specks of mineral which I believed to be 
gold. I didn’t tell anybody of my find, as you 
may imagine, but kept my own counsel and sent 
some of the specimens te the Smithsouian insti- 
tute at Washington. A few days agol received a 
letter from the institute stating that the speci- 
mens contained gold in large quantities; larger 
even than the best specimens from California. 
Nobody except myself and a negro man knows the 
locality of the mine, and you may well be sure 
that nobody will know it just yet.’ 

In answer to an inquiry as to his working the 
mine, Mr. Ceunts laughingly said: 

‘“]’l) tell you a secret, I am engaged to the 
daughter of the lady from whom I rent the land, 
and in a short time we are to be married. Alter 
that bappy event I shall organize aeompany and 
begin operations. For the present I shall do noth: 
ing.” 

Mr. Counts lives about twenty miles from this 
eity. He had with him last night a glass 
tube full of what seemed to be gold 
Gust, which, he said, ,he had washed 
out of the earth found near the ledge of rocks. 
The fine pleces of the glittering metal sparkled 
beautifully, and caused the spectators unwitting: 
ly to commit the sin of covetousness. He also 
bad several rich specimens of quartz. The latter 
Was gray with a deep black streak} closely resemb- 
lit g black lead. 

Before leaving the city this morning, Mr. 
Counts gave Mr. Ed. Dreyfous a small specimen of 
the quartz, which THE CONSTITUTION correspond- 
ent i:spected. It is filled with fine particles of a 
glittering mineral which certainly resembles gold, 
Mr. Counts told Mr. Dreyfous that the negro al. 
ready mentioned was hauling the quartz from the 
ledge as fast as possible, and was sécreting it ina 
place some distance away, This, Mr. Counts said, 
was done by permission of the lady who owns the 
land.

A PREACHER’S GUILT. 


HOW HE SECURED HIS LIVING IN 
AN EASY MANNER. 


A Quarrel] Between Church Brethren Reveals Bome 
of the Short Comings of the Preacher—How 
the Miller’s Missing Grain wes Ac- 

counted for—Other News Items. 


HARTWELL, Ga, July 31.—[Special.]—Since last 
November the miller at McMillan’s mill, five 
miles east fof Hartwell, has suspicioned that 
some ope was stealing grain out ofthe mill, but 
pot being able to discover any place of entrance, 
made the problem difficult to solve.

The committee, headed by that old veteran 
agriculturist, Colonel Barrow, propose to ap- 
pear before the immigration comunittee and 
urge its claims before that body duriag the 
sitting of the egricultural convention, which 
meets in Marietta on the 11 h of August. It 
ie, I think, the most important measare Com:

THE GEORGIA LAND AND LUMBER COM- 
PANY. 

A day or two ago we printed an article in 
these columns relative to the Georgia Land 
and Lumber company. Thestatements made 
in that article were based on information 
gathered several years ago from various citi- 
zens of southern Georgia and from articles 
printed in the Hawkinsville Dispatch and 
other newspapers in that section from time to 
time. 

Since writing that article, however, we have 
investigated the matter more thorou. ly in 
connection with the general subject c' ‘snd 
titles in Georgia. We have had acc « to 
original documents, to plotsand grant ad 
to deeds and evidence that conyince us :aat 
great injustice has been done the Georgia 
Lend and Lumber company. The sources 
from which Tue Constitution drew its in- 
formation led it to belieye—as the public has 
no doubt been led to believe—that an im- 
mense swindle has been contemplated, 
whereby a large number of citizens of the 
state were to be ousted from lands to which 
they bed acquired legal titles. Believing 
that this information was correct—the 
charges having gone unchallenged fora num- 
ber of yeays—Tue ConsTITuTION was prepared 
to fight what it conceived to be an imposi- 
tion, just as it is prepared to do justice toa 
company which is engaged in an attempt to 
secure its rights by appealing to the courts. 

In the first place, the charter of the Geor- 
gia Land and Lumber company was granted 
by the state of New York, and not by the 
Bullock legislature. In the second place, the 
tax sale of 1544, affecting the lands of the 
Georgia Land and Lumber company, is a 
matter that has already been settled by the 
ccurts. By a decree it has been declared 
pull and void, the courts fully sustaining the 
title of the Georgia Land and Lumber com- 
pany. 

An impression prevails that the suits en- 
tered inthe United Statescourt by Mr. Dodge 
ere against innocent citizens of Georgia who 
had purchased lands at the tax sale of 1844, 
previously referred to. The investigation 
which we have been led to make shows that 
the state granted these lands to Peter J. Wil- 
Jiams, a native Georgian, whoconveyed them 
in 1834 to Colby, Chase and Crocker, three 
genutiemen of Maine, who were deputed by 
the Georgia Lumber company, of which they 
were members and stockholders, to come 
south end purchase these lands. The deed 
irom Williams was made, it seems, to Colby, 
Chase and Crocker individually, who shortly 
after conveyed to the Georgia Lumber com- 
pany by quit claim deed. 

The besis of the case now in court is, we are 
informed, about as follows: The Georgia 
~Land and Lumber company (which 
_js not to be confounded with the old 
Georgia Lumber company) had in 
its employ at Eastman a young c:'erk 
who had access to the papers and documents 
in the office of the compapy. This young 
man had an intimate friend in the person of 
‘a Maine lawyer, and these two, on one occa- 
tion, during the absence of the company’s 
agent, mace full examination of the title- 
ceeds,and concluded that they had discovered 
whatexpert lawyers had overlooked—name- 
ly: a defect in the execution of the deed from 
Colby, Chase and Crocker to the old Georgia 
Lumber company. This young clerk and 
his lawyer friend secured the services of 
ry. ther jawyer and then proceeded to hunt 
\., :4@ beirs of Colby, Chase and Crocker, and 
secured power ef attorney. Mr. Dodge has 
entered suit against these parties, and this is 
the suit now pending, which has noreference 
to innocent citizens of Georgia. 

The arguments in this case were heard be- 
fore Judge Speer on the 18th instant, who 
decided in favor of Mr. Dodge, both on the 
demurrer and the application to dissolve the 
injunction, stating, as we are informed, in 
his decision that the papersin the case dis- 
clor¢d sctions op the part of tbe respondents 
which the strong arm of the law would see 
could not be done with impunity. 


‘THE LOCAL OPTION BILL. 

The senate has acted wisely, we think, in 
insisting on its amendment tbat in any coun- 
ty where prohibition bas been tried - two 
yeare, the opponents of prohibition may 
force the iseve at the polls again. The main 
strength of the Jocal cp'ion movement has 
been that it stands by the sovereignty of the 
people, and declares that they shall settle the 
question for themselves. But a one-sided 


sovereignty is a very specious and lame sort 


of goyereigniy, The strongest war cry of } 


the jocal optionists has been, “Are you 
afraid of the people? Wesimp'y propose to 
let the people yote on this macter.’”’ This 
appeal for courage and fair play has been 
well nigh irresistible. So is its answering 
cry. 

Prohibition will be a very poor thing, if 
after two years of tria), it cannot maintain 
itself, If, after it has scattered the local bar- 


“keepers, broken down the liquor influence, 


closed up the saloons, and disorganized the 
liquor influence in a town or city, it cannot 
repeat after two years experience, without 
organized opposition, the victory it won on 
theory in the face of established opposition, 
it will not deserve to hold. The spirit of 
fanaticism which is so dangerous to any 
cause, and which threatens especially the 


loca! option movement at this late and criti- . 


cal day, is emphasized by the resolution of 
Mr. Thomas, of tbis county. He proposes 
to have an election in Fulton county once a 
year until liquor is driven out, and then 
never to haye any more. This resolution 
will not pags, and ought not to pass. Under 
a similar resolution, in a few years, a propo- 
sition to divide out the property of Atlanta 
equally among its citizens could be carried. 
The loca! option movement cen lose nothing 
by being fair and square. If it does not 
commend itself to the public sentiment it 
cannot be enforced. If it does so commend 
itself it cannot be beaten. 


NEW YORK, OHIO AND VIRGINIA. 

A dozen or more states will hold elections 
before the close of the fateful first Taesday 

after the first Monday of November; but 
only three of the number will have strong 
national bearings. The Ohio election in Uc- 
tober, and the New York and Virginia elec- 
tions in November, will be watched with re- 
ference to 1888. : 

In Ohio the republican nominee for gover 
nor, Judge Foraker, is going up and down 
and across the state seeking from the stump 
votes on the sectional issue and some state 
questions. He handles the liquor question 
very gingerly; but the prohibition candidate, 
Mr. Leonard, a popular Methodist preacher, 
of Springtield, will be apt to smoke him out. 
Mr. Leonard isastumper him@lf. Thedem- 
ocratic convention will be held August 19th, 
and the renomination and re-election of Gov- 
ernor Hoadly are thought to be equally well 
sured. 

In New York no convention has been held, 
and none will be held until September. 
Governor Hil), an adroit politician, deserves 
renomination, and will probably secure it. 
There are, however, many aspirants. The 
republicans are a good deal atsea. Twenty 
or moremen bave been mentioned in con- 
nection with the nomination, and no one 
seems to have a clear track or seems to be 
very desirous of the honor of a nomination 
and asubsequent knock-down thrown in. 

The Virginia campaign has taken form. 
The republican candidate, Mr. John 8. Wise, 
is running on astraightout republican plat- 
form, with local option and readjuster at- 
techments. General Fitzhugh Lee stands 
upon aiime honored democratic platform, 
and bis great personal popularity, together 
with his spotless private character and en- 
viable army record, will bring out a full 
democratic vote; and an united and enthusi- 
astic party in Virginia means victory. The 
democrats carried the state last fall, and Fitz- 
hugh Lee will surely not run behind, when 
Mr. Mahone has lost control of both the fed- 
eral patronage and the election machinery, 
and all the opportunities for ballot box stal!- 
ing thatthey afforded. 

The real danger that the democrats will 
‘rcounter in these contested states is apathy 

in individual members of the party. Some 
will not come out in a state election, and 
some are disappointed in the scramble for 
office. The latter may feel rather sore now, 
but when they are brought face to face with 
a possible republican victory and all the 
crowing and jeering thatit involves, they 
will be apt to go to the polls armed with 
democratic bailots; and we may be sure the 
president’s coneervative policy will reinforce 
the faithful with many taken from the muz- 
wump side of our friends, the enemy. This 
will particularly be the case in New York. 


MEMPHIS AND ATLANTA, 

Memphis is as railroad-hungry as Colum- 
bus, and like Columbus, she wants another 
and more direct line to Atlanta, She pro- 
poses to extend ber Holly Springs road to a 
conpection with the Georgia Pacific, proba- 
bly at Colambns. She serks not alone the 
coaland iron of the Birmingham district, 
but also a feir chance at the trade of the 
southeast, which bas its seat and center in 
Atlanta. Her western lines bring in large 
supplies of grain and cattle, aad 
she proposes to have the best meaas 
of distribution tbhronghout the entire 
southeast. She hasalong head when she 
seeks a direct line to Atlanta; and we trust 
that the movement that has just been started 
will ensure the filling of the gap west and 
south of Holly Springs. Meetings are to be 
beld, and Captain Jobn H. Grant has arrived 
in Memphis from Guatemala to take charge 
of the projected road. Memphis regards.the 
project as of first importance to its city, and 
it rejoices that Captain Grant has taken hold 
of the enterprise.

PEOPLE who have occasion to crossor walk along 
the raiJroad track should beware of the frogs and 
switches. They are innocent looking things, but 
they add theirshare to the horrors of the day. 
Epeaking of the death ofa man who caught his 
foot in a frog and was run over by a train, the New 
York Herald draws a frightful picture. One can 
see the helpless victim struggling with all the 
strength he has, with all the superhuman energy 
that the fearful ordeal inspires him with to escape. 
In the distance approaches the train. It comes 
nearer, nearer, and now it is almost upon him. 
He waves his bands he calls upon the engineer to 
stop but his signal is seen too late, his cries are 
drowned by the noise of the wheels andin a mo- 
ment more the iron monster,has crushed the life 
outofhim. Dickens in ‘“‘Dombey and Son’’ has 
drawn a vivid picture ofthe death of Carkey by 
being run over, but in this instance the accident 
took place quick es a flash, and there was no such 
he Ipless striving to escape, no such long drawn 
out agony as in the other case. Although 
these accidents ao not occar very often, yet their 
number is large enough to set people to thinking 
whether the frog andswitch system of the rail- 
roads of the United States is as perfect as it might 
be and ought to be. Only a few days ago a con- 
ductor on the West Shore railroad had his foot 
caught in a frog at Fort Plain, and was killed, Not 
long since there was another accident of the,same 
kind. A ren was walking along the track on one 
of the roads running out of New York and got his 
foot caught ina frog. At first he tried to extricate 
it by going about it coo)ly. This plan not working, 
he became excited, lost his head, and then, of 
course, was worse off than before, and as he strug- 
gled to escape his annoyance changed to terror 
when he hearda train approaching. He pulled 
and twisted and squirmed, but all his efforts were 
vain. The engineer saw him and tried to slow up, 
but the rate of speed was high and before the en- 
gine could be stopped it has passed overthe man 
and killed him. Where one death of this kind 
occurs there area dozen narrow escapes. Some 
time ago a man imprisoned in this way got out oi 
the vice by cutting his shoe and then slipping his 
foot out of it. He was none toosoon, for a few 
minues later a train rattled by. It passed over the 
shoe, and but for the man’s presenceof mind it 
would have passed over his body, too, A lady at 
a watering place {n New Jersey, while walking to 
the station had her foot caught ina frog, and, try 
as hard asshe couldshe was unable to free it. 
She remained there a prisoner until some gentle- 
men came to her assistance and managed to extri- 
cate her from her annoying and dangerous posi- 
tion, Statistics show that the victims of these 
accidents are mostly employes of the railroads— 
conductors and brakesmen.

LAST FIGHT OF THE WAR. 
It may not be general!y known that the last bat- 
tle of the late war east of the Mississippi waa 
fought at this place. This fact gives West Point a 


chapter in our war history and invests her hilis 
with an interest they otherwige would never have 
known. 

Whatisnow called Fort Tyler, ‘is the historic 
spot where occurred the deeds that made it so, on 
April 16th 1865. This Fort is a hill wnose summit 
two hundred feet above the level of the town, is 
still ridgec and valleyed. Though the rains of 
twenty years have tended to level them, it stili 
shows the entrenchments from behind which one 
hundred end thirteen men for seven hours held at 
bay nearly thirty times their number. The fui- 
lowing account is gathered from eye witnesses: 

On April 9th General Lee surrendered, but on 
accountof the necessarily tardy transmission of 
news, this was not universally known throughout 
the south, until several days thereafter. At West 
Point General Tyler, a one legged confederate 
brigadier from Tennessee, and Captain 
Gon za les, of Fiorida, commanded a 
post of 113 men. On April 15th 
a body of union troops was reported as being in 
the vicinity and approaching the town. There- 
upon the confederates withdrew to this hill and 
fortified themselves strongly behind its crest. 
Their magazine was sparingly supplied with two 
picces of artillery, a musket apiece, and no very 
large amount of ammunition. The confederates 
relied upon the presumed fewness of their 
enemies, whom they sup d to be only a regi- 
ment or two foragivug, and upon the impregnable 
strength of their position when numbers 
and means of defense were any- 
thing like equal to that of assailants. 

Their surprise was great when, upon the morn- 
ing of the 16th, company after company of federals 
marched into the town until, as Colonel LaGrange, 
their commander, reported, 3000 troops were 
massed on and sround the ridge of hills of which 
Fort Tyler is the most prominent. It was then too 
late for General Tyler to retreat, and neither side 
buew of the surrender at Appomatox. Besides, at 
that time, the results of surrender were 
regarded as uncertain, so that General 
Tyler determined to defend his posi« 
tion. At eleven o’clock in the morning the fed- 
erals opened a heavy fire, which produced little 
effect upon the confederates concealed behind 
earthworks, and was answered by the two guas of 
the fort. Colonel LaGrange was nettled at being 
defied by ftosmall a numberof men, and determ- 
ined to capture them by a grand assault. He ob- 
served after av hour or two that the two guns had 
ceased toreply to hisartillery, and ney pre- 
fumed that they were either too crippled for use 
ortLeir ammunition was exhausted. A charge 
by a part of bis troops was met with a brisk firing 
from the muskets o! the defenders and they re: 
tired with loss to their former position. 

At this juncture General Tyler and Captain 
Gonzales advanced to an opening in the breast- 
works to reconnoiter, and their bodies being ex 
pored, were riddled with bullets. The deaths of 
their commanders did not mate the confederates 
less determined not to turrender. On the con- 
trary, charge after charge of the federals was met 
with successful repulse bh, the contederates so 
long as their ammunitis::!«-ied. About 5 o'clock 
their powder eg aud at 6 a final 
charge by the fea: a's was uot met with the usual 
fire, and swarming ur the niil they demanded the 
unconditiona! surrerde: of the little band, who 
shouted defiance. As (2ey rushed over the breast- 
works, it is sai: (he confederates fought them 
with clubbed muskets, brickbats and anything 
available. It was the combat of one against more 
than a score and lasted for only a minute ortwo, 
and the fort was captured. The confederates 
lost eight men. killed and several wounded, 
and the federa] loss was considerably greater. 

Thus in 1865 Fort Tyler was christened in the 
last blood of the war. 

In 1885, with its shot-plonghed sides and grim 
embattled summit, it stands just away from the 
heart of the littlecity,a monument of the war, 
and a witnesser of the pease and prosperity of_a 
happy people, w. J.C.

HE CRIBD HIMSELF TO SLEEP. 


An O)d Soldier’s Recoliections of a Good 
Oonfederate General, 
From the New York Morning Journal, 

“I went to see the panorama in Chicago,”’ said 
an elderly passenger on a Rockland train the other 
day; “I’ve secn it dozens of times, but I never go 
to the city without looking in on it, ifonly fora 
few minutes. It has a fascination for me which I 
cannot shake off. I wasat the battle of Gettys- 
burg mysel‘,and an incident occurred there which 
largely changed my views of the southern people. 
Ihad been a most bitter anti-south man, and 
fought and cursed them desperately. I could see 
nothing gcod in any of them. 

“The last day of the fight I was badly wounded. 
A ball shattered my left leg. I lay onthe ground 
not far from Cemetery Ridge, and as General Lee 
ordered his last retreat he and his officers rode 
nearme. As they came along I recognized him, 
and though ‘aint from exposure and loss of blood 
I raised up on my hands, looked General Lee in 
the face and shouted as loucas I could, ‘hurrah 
forthe uuion!’ The genera: heard me, looked, 
stopped his horse, dismounted and came towards 
me. I confess thatl first thought he meant to kill 
me. Butas hecame up he looked down at me 
with such asa’ expression upon his face that al! 
fear eft me and I won¢ ered what he was about He 
extended his hand to me, and grasping mine firn- 
ly and looking right into my eye he gaia: 

“ ‘Myson, I hope you will soon be well. 

“Tf live a thousand years! shall never forzet 
the expression in General Lee’s face, There he 
was, defeated, retiring from a field that had cost 
him and bis cause almost their last hope, and yet 
he stopped to say words like those to a woun ed 
soldier of the opposition who bad taunted him as 
he passed by. As soon as the general had left me I 
cried myself to sleep upon the bloody ground.

New York, July 3i.—The East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia has at last discovered a way iu 
which to secure the*control of the Memphis and 
Charleston, which it purchased some time ago. 
At the time when the stockholders were at vari- 
ance with the less¢es of the East Tennessee, a 
very considerable interest was required 


on speculation by Philadelphia That 
interest proved to be large enough to carry the 
ceciding vote, and Messrs. Brice and Thomas and 
their stsociates were compelled to make a private 
settlement with B. K. Jamison & Co., of Philadel- 
pbia, and T. W. Evans, paying fifty for the stock 
when its quotations on the market was thirty- 
seven to thirty eight. They held it for the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, but the latter 
wept into the receiver's hands and has not yet 
been able to pay for it.

Several days sgo Mr. Robert L. Sibley, the 
lawyer, called at the city prison and requested 
Mr. Ryan, the keeper then in charge, to show 
him the papers in a certain case. For some 
ceuse Mr. Ryan declined to comply with Mr. 
Sibley’s request, and Mr. Sibley became quite 
apgry. 

Some herd, harsh, unkind words passed be- 
tween the officer and the attorney, and Mr. 
Sibley swore vengeance upon the officer as he 
leit the city prison. 


Yesterday he attempted to obtain that ven- 


geance by preferring charges against Mr. Ry- 
an and those charges were investigated by the 
board of police commissioners last night, but 
sa investigation did not pan out for Mr. Sib- 
e 


fhe charges were lengthy, and when the 
board convened they were read. They assert- 
ed that Mr. Ryan had been guilty of 

_ CONDUCT UNBECOMING AN OFFICER, 
in this, that he treated attorneys and others 
rudely. When the charges had been read 
Mr. Ryan pleaded not guilty, and the wit- 
nesses were called, sworn and separated. The 
prosecution presented twenty-four witnesses, 
and the defense fourteen. Of the witnesses 
for the prosecution one halt were lawyers—all 
young men just entering the profession, ex- 
cept one. 
he trial promised some sensational devel- 
cpments, aud when the board convened the 
commissioners’ room was crowded. The full 
board was present. Mr. Rebert Sibiey ap- 
peares for the prosecution and introduced 
udge Wright asthe first witness, who said 
that his first acquaintance with Mr. Ryan as 
stationhouse- keeper was upon an occasion when 
he wanted to see a prisoner.

TEACHERS IN COUNOIL, 


Close of the First Week of the State Nor- 
mal School. 

Yesterday closed the first week of the Pea- 
body Teachers institute which will continue 
three weeks longer. The first week demon- 
strated that adeep interest is felt in the insti- 
tute by teachers in all parts of the state. 
About one hundred and twenty teachers are in 
attendance, all but six being from 
Georgia. There are about fifteen colored 
teachers attending. They occupy a separate 
room, but have exectly the same instruction 
and lectures which are given to the white 
teuchers. 

Yesterday morning State School Superin- 
tendent Orr, who has charge of the institute, 
began the exercises of the day by an 
interesting talk to the teachers 
on school law. He furnished 
the teachers copies of text books on the sub- 
ject to which he invited their careful con- 
sideration.

These lectures of Pro- 
fessor ime, 9 haye been among the most in- 
teresting and instructive delivered at the in- 
stitute. , They have been heard by the teach- 
ers with great delight. The professor is ono 
of the authorities on this question. 

Professor Chappell’s lecture on 
belle lettres showed that he had been a care- 
ful and successful student of the art of which 
hespoke. It was choice and chaste in word 
and@Pought. Professor Slaton spoke in an 
attrective style on word teaching, and there 
followed a general exchange of views on 
methods of instruction, in which 
many original and striking suggestions 
were made. These daily discussions among 
the teachers are thought to be among the 
most profitable exercsses of the institute by 
eliciting a multitude of counsel in which is 
said to produce wisdom. 

The teachers will have holiday today and 
will return to the Institute next Monday 
morning, fresh for another week of study and 
discussion.

Another Step Taken in the Kaight Case— 
How the Matter Stands, 

Counsel for Herbert A. Knight have ap- 
pealed tothesupreme court for a reversal ot 
Judge Hammond’s deeision in granting the 
injunction prayed for by Mrs. Julia Knight, 
and appointing a receiver of the property in 
question.

RESHIPPING. 


NO ANSWER YST AS FROM THE 
RAILROAD OFFICIALS. 


The Memorial Addressed to the Railroad and Steam- 
tlip Asrscciation Yet Unenswered—A BRamor 
Theat the Committee Had Reported- What 
Fresident Haas Says About It. 


Some weeks since a meeting ofthe mer- 
chants of Atlanta was held at the chamber of 
commerce, for the purpose of taking some 
ection to have restored their reshipping priv- 
ileges, taken from Atlanta at the last session 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
association. This meeting appointed a com- 
mittee empowered to take charge of the entire 
matter, and act for the best interests of 
the merchants and shippers of Atlanta. 
The committee prepared a contract to be 


signed by the merchants, binding them to act 
in all matters connected with the subject of 
reshipping as directed by the committee. A 
large number of signers placed their names to 
the contract, and it soon becamea formidable 
paper. A memorial was then prepared for 
presentation to the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association, setting forth. the de- 
sires of the merchants of Atlanta, 
and = the injury that a  sus- 
pension of the rebilling system 
would beto the mercaptile interests of the 
city. The memorial, together with a copy of 
the agreement between the merchants and the 
committee, waseent to Mr. Virgil Powers, 
general commissioner of the Southern Railway 
and Steamship aesociation, with the request 
that subject be considered by the association. 
On Wednesday the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association met in New York and 
the complaint was laid before the 
meeting, since then the committee here has 
heard nothing, and presume that the silence 
of the association upon this subject means that 
the request will not be granted. 

Late yesterday afternoon a rumor was cur- 
renton the streets that the committee had 
made a reportin which the association de- 
clined todo anything, and that terms had 
been made with the Louisvilleand Nashville 
railroad by which they were to get all of the 
patronage of the merchants of Atlanta 
on western products. The rumor was hunted 
down, and seemed to be generally disbelieved. 
One or two brokers gave as their reasons for 
discrediting the report that the freight agent 
of the Louisville and Nashville railroad had 
been in to see them late in the afternoon so~ 
liciting patronage, andthatif tbe report be 
trué something would have been said by him 
about it. Besides this, there would have 
been no need of his solicting 
freights when he hed secured. the 
patronsge of a]] the merchants and shippers 
in the city. 

Last night Mr. Aaron Haas was called upon 
and questioned with the view ot learning what 
he knew of the truth of the report. Mr. Haas 
said that the committee had not made an 
report,and he did not know that it would. 
The merchants, he thought, would, by reason 
of the fact that the raiJroads had not answered 
the committee, conclude that they intended 
doing nothing, and upon this, 
they would act to suit themselves. 
He telt confident that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville system would be selected to do the bus- 
iness. Mr. Haas stated that he believed that 
in a day ortwo the merchants would be in- 
structed to uee the Louisville and Nashville 
system in preference to any other lines freight- 
ing western products to Atlanta. The com- 
mittee will no doubt be called together today 
and definite action taken.
